Mischievously 
positive art 

Meet the man behind Chicago’s 
many ^You Are Beautiful’ signs

Y ou are beautiful. 

Three little words yet one positive message. 

It’s an uplifting message spotted on a sticker at a downtown bus stop, 
on a billboard at a school in Andersonville, on a mural in Chinatown or on a fence 
in Englewood. Throughout Chicago, there are a dozen big public installations 
where the beautiful message can be found, and more are coming, including one to 
a playground in Roscoe Village. 

“I landed on that phrase just because I believe that it’s true no matter what,” 
said artist Matthew Hoffman, the founder and custodian of the %u Are Beautiful 
project, which started with stickers in 2002 in Chicago. 

Thirteen years and 2.5 million stickers later, the project has evolved into big 
public art installations and led to collaborations this holiday season with shoe 
company BucketFeet and home decor company Unison, both based in Chicago. 
Real estate company ©properties and philanthropic organization Chicago Com- 
munity Trust recently commissioned Hoffman to help with campaigns as well. 

“I think the whole message is so simple and such a positive message that it’s 
powerful,” said BucketFeet co-founder and chief artist Aaron Firestein, who had 
noticed the stickers everywhere. The company’s mission is to connect people 
through art. 


Companies are getting in 
on the positive messaging 

BucketFeet is constantly on the hunt to 
partner with new artists. Firestein met 
Hoffman at an event at the company’s 
Block 37 location. “He seemed like a re- 
ally great dude,” Firestein said. 

They decided to do a shoe ($94) in- 
spired by the sticker, available for sale 
this week. The Bucktown studio also 
will host a gallery show of Hoffman’s 
work on Nov 12. 

For Unison, Hoffman designed items 
including a “%u Are Beautiful” wall 
piece about 2 feet long painted in a sil- 
ver metallic color ($25), a pedestal table- 
top piece with the words “good times” 
($50) and a series of wooden ornaments 
($20 each). 

How and why did Hoffman 
start this movement? 

Hoffman’s intention when he moved to 
Chicago in 2002 and created the simple 
message printed on 100 stickers was to 
give people a little boost in their day or 
a little smile. 

“The city was really exciting and vi- 
brant, and it’s also overwhelming. I 
quickly realized it’s easy to feel lost, 
it’s easy to feel alone, and sometimes 
you can even feel like you don’t matter 
because there’s just so much going on,” 



said the 37-year-old Ohio-born artist, 
who now lives in Fincolnwood. 

“I know the times where I have been 
uplifted by something either simple or 
funny and interesting,” Hoffman said. 
“Those little moments can make a big 
difference, even though it might not 
feel like it at the time. I just wanted to 
add to that and be part of that conver- 
sation.” 

‘You Are Beautiful’ is now 
a worldwide message 

What started as a sticker project has 
grown organically all over the world. 
People request their own set of stickers 
or create their own “You Are Beauti- 
ful” messages (for example, made up of

party streamers on a bridge overpass), even 
sending Hoffman photos of their work or 
where they have placed the stickers, such as 
on a bridge guardrail in Florida right above a 
plaque dedicated in memory of a i6 -year-old 
boy who died in 2002. 

“The best thing to me is the community 
around it,” Hoffman said. “I think a lot of 
people don’t know who is behind it, and I 
don’t mind that at all. I like that people feel 
empowered and they take it on themselves 
and they run with it, that it’s become more 
of this thing to do for each other instead of a 
project that someone made.” 

He’s done a couple of exhibits of the letters 
he’s received over the years about the project. 

“People talk about how the moment 
touched them,” Hoffman said. “It can go 
from ‘Hey it brightened my day and made me 
smile’ to ‘Hey it just hit me at this very mo- 
ment and it saved my life.’ ” 

Beyond the ‘You Are 
Beautiful’ message 

While Hoffman is a full-time artist and a 
craftsman, as much of his work is laser-cut out 
of plywood, he’s also a wordsmith. 

He created the “Go For It” artwork in the 
historic Pullman District. Another positive 
affirmation, ‘Anything Is Possible,” was put 
into a billboard campaign and will be recreat- 
ed for the Audubon School in Roscoe Village. 
Typically community groups or businesses 
have heard about his “You Are Beautiful” 
project and want to sponsor the artwork or 
lead fundraising efforts for an art piece in 
their neighborhood. 



The real estate 
brokerage @prope- 
ties commissioned 
Hoffman to paint a 
“love” mural on their 
Bucktown office. The 
word love fits right 
into ©properties’ new 
marketing campaign, 
which will feature the art- 
work on billboards, videos and 
holiday cards. 

“Matthew Hoffman’s art makes 
people feel wonderful,” co-founder 
Thaddeus Wong said. “It makes peo- 
ple feel fantastic. It can help shape the 
community reminding people what things 
are important.” 

Since the mural went up in August, ©prop- 
erties managing broker George Schultz has 
seen a bunch of people take photos in front 
of it, including wedding photos. 

“It’s completely awesome,” he said. “It’s a 
reminder every day when you see it that you 
love where you work, you love what you do. 
It softens a tough day and makes you realize 
there’s more to life.” 

Whj' being ‘mischievously 
positive’ has caught on 

Hoffman’s work also has an element of sur- 
prise. “I say a lot of times be mischievously 
positive because it’s fun to make these big 
things you know people are going to drive 
by and it’s going to freak them out for a little 
minute or totally change their mindset for 
half a second,” he said. 


centennial year celebrating philanthropy, said 
Eva Penar, the trust’s marketing and com- 
munications director. Hoffman designed the 
logo, and it appeared on buttons, tote bags 
and T-shirts. 

“We wanted to stress that it isn’t just the 
million-dollar donations, but also the cloth- 
ing drives, the soup kitchens, shoveling snow 
from your neighbor’s driveway, mentoring 
kids and reading {to} the elderly— what you 
do matters,” Penar said. 

New iustallatious 

This week, Hoffman will be finishing the 
installation of a new series of eloquent 
messages on panels surrounding empty lots 
on Chicago Avenue in Humboldt Park. 
The streetscape piece was commis- 
sioned by the special service area in 
conjunction with Archi-treasures, an 
art-based community development or- 
ganization, to brighten up the area and 
encourage new businesses to open there, 
said Ralph Hoffman, associate director of 
Archi-treasures. 

Matthew Hoffman’s messages are ap- 
proachable, understandable and not ab- 
stract, Ralph Hoffman said. 

“I think there’s a sincerity behind it that 
comes out. It’s not pretentious, not political- 
ly charged, it doesn’t have an agenda. There’s 
nothing behind it other than what the mes- 
sage says,” Ralph Hoffman said. 

“They’re really rooted in truisms and things 
we can stand to hear once in a while.”

Kane unsure where case stands

Blackhawks winger Patrick Kane said Sunday 
that he and his attorney, Paul Cambria, did 
not know if the investigation into Kane for an 
alleged sexual assault was near its conclusion. 

Kane addressed the matter Sunday after 
practice but did not say much regarding a 
Buffalo News report that said, according to 
anonymous sources, that Kane is unlikely to 
be charged in the investigation, which stems 
from an incident that took place at Kane’s 
home in western New %rk in August. 

“There’s been a lot of reports, a lot of things 
that have been said that have been wrong,” 
Kane said. ‘A lot of things that have been said 
that may have been accurate too. We’ve kind 
of stayed even keel the whole time and not 
really saying much and leaving it to the facts 
and what actually happens instead of going off 
sources and different reports.” 

Kane has continued to play while the in- 
vestigation has been ongoing. In September, 
Kane said he would be “absolved” of any 


wrongdoing in the case. 

Later that month, the investigation took a 
bizarre twist when Thomas Eoannou, an at- 
torney then representing the accuser, called a 
news conference to say evidence in the case 
had been tampered with, a charge the dis- 
trict attorney, Frank Sedita III, refuted and 
said was a “hoax” perpetrated by the accuser’s 
mother, leading to Eoannou withdrawing 
from the case. 

When asked if he was frustrated with how 
long the process has taken, Kane said he 
looked forward to the conclusion. 

“I mean, you understand the law and I’m 
not the only case that’s going on in that area, 
in that district,” Kane said. “So, I’m sure 
there’s other matters they’re attending to. 
But you know, I think it’s one of those situ- 
ations where obviously it seems like it’s been 
a long time even though it’s been about three 
months and obviously you’re looking forward 
to any type of conclusion, whatever it may 
be.”

WORTH A TRIP

I t’s not often I give great thanks to corporate America or the Chicago bureaucracy But on this occasion— with a stomach 
full of the best Puerto Rican food IVe had in Chicago in a while— a salute is in order. For without corporate America, 
Cely Rodriguez (a former paralegal) and Moraima Fuentes (a former counselor for a nonprofit), friends, dreamers and 
purveyors of the great Puerto Rican eats of which I speak, might not have opened their excellent new Pilsen restaurant The 
Jibarito Stop. “We used to sit around and talk about how there has to be more to life than doing the 9-to-5 thing,” Fuentes 
said. “We were tired. We wanted to be passionate, to create something and make a contribution to society and fill a need.” 


The trials of cubicle clock-watching did not 
make the restaurant. It originally launched as 
a food truck by the same name. But there was 
a catch. The Jibarito Stop was one of the early 
food trucks launched in Chicago when city 
laws didn’t allow live onboard cooking, only 
commissary-produced food. Rodriguez and 
Fuentes couldn’t even sell the namesake sand- 
wich because a pre-prepared jibarito would 



be soggy by the time it was served to patrons. 
When Chicago changed its food truck laws to 
allow on-truck cooking, Rodriguez and Puen- 
tes were already planning a permanent brick- 
and-mortar location on i8th Street, and they 
reasoned that retrofitting the truck to make 
jibaritos would be too costly 

Though Pilsen is a South Side neighbor- 
hood rich with Mexican culture, Puentes and 
Rodriguez chose to serve their Puerto Rican 
fare there. “When we first opened, we were 
intimidated about going downtown,” Puentes 
said. “We both lived here [in Pilsen] and we 
brought the truck here instead and people 
loved it.” Puentes, who oversees the front of 
the house, is Mexican and was raised in Little 
Village. Rodriguez, who does the cooking, is 
Puerto Rican and grew up in the Bronx, N. Y. 

“She wasn’t trained as a cook, but when 
Cely came here, she was homesick, so she 
started cooking her mom’s recipes— the stuff 
she grew up eating,” Puentes said. “When I 
first ate it, I was like, ‘Whoa, you’re a great 
cook! We have to open a restaurant.’ ” 

It’s hard to believe Rodriguez isn’t trained, 
for her seasoning and execution are much bet- 
ter than that of a lot of the fare I’ve sampled 
from so many culinary school grads this year. 
Her empanadas de camaron, flaky half-moons 
dappled with hot oil marks, are loaded with fat 
shrimp and fluffy steaming, chili-stained pota- 
to ($2.99 each). A platter of slow-roasted pork 
shoulder ($9.99 with rice and one side) is so 
tender and silky that eating a plate of the stuff 
conjures the same kind of satisfaction and secu- 
rity one feels when wrapped in a fleece blanket 
on a frigid day Rodriguez’s arroz con gandules 
($2.99), yellow rice with pigeon peas, is unlike 
so many around town and features distinct 


toothsome grains and firm, creamy peas. 

If you’ve never had the restaurant’s name- 
sake dish, jibaritos, here’s what you need 
to know: They’re sandwiches that sub in 
smashed, deep-fried plantains for bread. 
Though they’re often thought to be native 
to Puerto Rico, jibaritos were invented in 
1996 by Juan Pigueroa as a means of sav- 
ing his fledgling business, the now-defunct 
Borinquen Cafe in Humboldt Park (El Nuevo 
Borinquen occupies the space today and 
also serves jibaritos). The original Borinquen 
served the best version for years, but the qual- 
ity declined over time. Many others started to 
make the sandwich, but I usually found some- 
thing wrong with each one— not enough salt, 
soggy plantains, the meat wasn’t good or the 
sandwich wasn’t garlicky enough. 

Rodriguez’s jibarito ($7.99, includes rice) 
features wafer-thin crispy plantains glisten- 
ing with a pungent garlic glaze. The steak or 
beef knuckle inside is tender and well-salted. 
Though the original jibarito was made with 
American cheese, and you can order it that 
way at The Jibarito Stop, I chose chihuahua 
cheese, which added a satisfying, creamy 
quesadilla-like decadence to the whole thing. 
Rodriguez’s jibarito might be better than the 
original that was served at Borinquen. 

The Jibarito Stop is only the first step for 
Puentes and Rodriguez. “Every town seems to 
have a famous Mexican restaurant. We hope 
to make Puerto Rican food just as accessible,” 
Puentes said. With food as good as theirs, that 
seems like a not-too-distant reality

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Truth’ can’t handle the truth 


Truth and bias aren’t 
really pals. 

So to explore in- 
vestigative journalism 
and the many forces 
that make accuracy 
and storytelling dif- 
ficult, perhaps it’s not 
the best method to 
adapt a book writ- 
ten by one person 
about the incident 
at hand. The result is 
that “Truth” delivers 
sloppy reporting and questionable decision- 
making through the lens of a determined 
professional going up against demonized 
sticklers for details. 

The source is former “6o Minutes” pro- 
ducer Mary Mapes’ book “Truth and Duty: 
The Press, the President and the Privilege 
of Power.” And the 2004-set film identifies 
several frustrating circumstances involved in 
an escalating pickle regarding the facts of a 
piece that Mapes (Cate Blanchett, the new 
Meryl Streep) pursues with urgency caused 
by the show frequently being pre-empted 
by Billy Graham and Dr. Phil. Certainly: 

The Internet has had a huge role in play- 
ing watchdog for reporting errors. No one 
should be OK with the parent companies of 
news organizations having a stake in what 
happens politically 

But as Mapes, Dan Rather (Robert Red- 
ford) and the rest of the group (Dennis Quaid, 
Elisabeth Moss, Topher Grace) that worked 
on a story about President George W Bush al- 
legedly entering the Texas Air National Guard 
through illegitimate methods and then going 


AWOL experience blowback when people 
question the authenticity of documents 
involved in the investigation, “Truth” both 
overexplains and underexamines. The report- 
ing team doesn’t divide and conquer, so there’s 
little sense of what everyone contributes (un- 
like in the 4-star “Spotlight,” opening Nov 13). 
Moss in particular is there only to deliver lines 
like “This one mattered” and “They’re coming 
for us, Roger.” 

Writer/first-time director James Vanderbilt 
(the great “Zodiac,” the horrible “The Amaz- 
ing Spider-Man 2”) successfully depicts the 
process of gathering and editing news, and 
what happens before what you see goes on 
air. Blanchett and Redford are good, but nei- 
ther is award-worthy especially considering 
how “Truth” labors to establish the father/ 
daughter relationship between Rather and 
Mapes, which makes Mapes, not this scandal, 
the focus. 

The message seems to be not about the 
crucial nature of confirming every last detail 
but rather that changes in organizations 
make it difficult to do the job properly and 
that people should feel sorry for reporters 
who are duped. (Not acknowledged at all is 
how Mapes can’t actually confirm the iden- 
tity of a source on the phone, and the quote 
she gets from him is too vague to be use- 
ful.) But “Truth” doesn’t look at the public’s 
response to the initial “60 Minutes” piece or 
how the controversy changed its response, 
especially in the context of the 2004 elec- 
tion. Which is a big motivator for the story 
and one of several things that are hard not to 
see as politically motivated, which is another 
element about this whole situation that feels 
less than on the up and up.

Beach Slang’s excellent 
debut Is punk as catharsis

Beach Slang front- 
man James Alex sums 
up his entire career 
on “Ride the Wild 
Haze” with the line, 

“I feel most alive 
when I’m listening 
to every record that 
hits harder than 
the pain.” His voice 
ragged by heartbreak 
and too many nights 
out, Alex (formerly 
of underappreciated 
’90s punks Weston) 

sings with the urgent message that music 
literally saved his life. (He’s known for saying 
things in interviews like “I’m still the kid who 
believes rock ’n’ roll can change the world” 
and meaning them 100 percent). And if his 
Philadelphia-based punk band’s debut, “The 
Things We Do To Find People Who Feel 
Like Us,” hits you the right way, it might 
change yours too. 

After releasing two stunning EPs, Beach 
Slang proved that it easily could channel the 
stadium-filling, shout-along anthems of early 
Goo Goo Dolls (yes, that band was way more 
than “Iris”), the unwavering aggression of 
Jawbreaker and the boozy yet beautiful turns 
of phrase of the Replacements. Despite not 
borrowing any songs from those previous 
releases, “TTWDTFPWFLU” (good luck 
pronouncing that acronym) maintains their 
ripping immediacy and fist-raising lyrics and 


doubles down on what made the band so 
buzzed-about in the first place: wailing walls 
of distortion, Alex’s bracingly raspy delivery 
and a whole bunch of tried-and-true punk 
touchstones. 

For instance, opener “Throwaways” foUows 
the trajectory of basically every punk song 
ever: Alex defiantly talks about leaving his 
[bleeplhole town (“It’s a dead-end town for 
trash like us, but I got a full tank and a couple 
bucks”). While that’s well-trodden territory 
it rules (see also: “Abung and Alive,” which 
exclaims, “Go punch the air with things you 
write”). The only time there isn’t the constant 
buzz of fuzzy guitars is the acoustic “Too 
Late To Die Young.” It’s a needed change of 
pace but introduces saccharine synths and 
keyboards that venture dangerously close to 
all-out sappiness, proving that Beach Slang is 
best when it stays punk. 

However, as Alex yelps, “I’m always that 
kid always out of place/I try to get found/But 
I’ve never known how” on highlight “Bad Art 
and Weirdo Ideas,” it’s obvious this is music 
for outcasts by outcasts. If you’ve never 
found solace in the youthful recklessness 
and emotional catharsis of punk, this may 
not be the record for you. If you’re a cynic, 
Alex’s unflinching earnestness may come off 
as cheesy sloganeering. But if the loud guitars 
and heart-on-sleeve optimism resonate, 
you’ll be screaming another one of the lines 
from “Bad Art and Weirdo Ideas” like a true 
believer: “Don’t whisper now We’re allowed 
to be loud.”
